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Let Us Be Sceptical 

THE question of censorship is endlessly 
debatable. The Daily's support of free 
speech is well known. 

But the problem is ever present of what 
to do about publications which abuse their 
freedom and print articles which are mis- 
leading or which tend to leave an un- 
desirable impression on the minds of their 
ir éadeiTsMAr ticles which are obviously sour- 
'Tiibtts^may be easily recognized as such, 
and their influence guarded against. Mors 
dangerou.* are those articles which say no- 
thing that can be definitely objected to 
yet which make use of half truths and in- 
sinuations to lay the seeds of a false 
way of thinking. The most effective 
propaganda is that which seeps about us 
imperceptibly, so that we accept it sub- 
ccrsciously without ever questioning it. 

Time ]\Iagazine this week refers to two 
cartoons about Stanley Baldwin's rise in 
s"l-iry; one, very, pleasant, published by 
"Intensely English" Punch, the other, un- 
fia'tering to say the least, published by 
"Intensely Canadian" Lord Beaverbrook's 
I.o-îion Evening Standard. Time reminds 
i'5 raaders that Beaverbrook was pro- 
î]àward;and anti-Baldwin throughout the 
constitutional crisis. The inference is that 
Beaverbrook represents Canadian opinion, 
and that Canadian opinion is here opposed 
to English opinion. This is not borne out 
by a comparison of Eeaverbrook's views 
with those of Canadian papers. 

A single item of this kind makes but 
' little impression on the mind of the aver- 
age reader. But it does have the effect of 
making him a little more I'eceptive to the 
next" such article that comes along; and 
the process, of conditioning goes on so that 
he quite tihébnsciously becomes instilled 
with prejudices without realizing how he 
has come by them. 

There is little that can be done, except 
to impress the public with the desirability 
of paying cIo.se enough attention to what 
they read to avoid being stooges to the 
nevv'spapers and magazines. If our present 
audience would bestow on everything the 
amount of healthy scepticism that thy 
favour the Daily with, their danger woula 
be small.

Inter Class Debating 

MOCK Parliaments this year have evid- 
enced the fact that there are far more 
students anxious to participate than arc 
provided the opportunity through the 
ordinary facilities of the Debating Union. 
Miany more probably are deterred from im- 
posing their ]iosit/nt oi'atorical efforts 
upon a large and j)ossibly critical assembly. 

Accordingly, impoilance should be at- 
tached to the institution of class debating 
which begins today in the Arts Faculty. 
Debaters and would be debaters need have 
no ifear of large audiences as the Daily 
reporter and judges generally constitute a 
quorum at class debates. There i.s no ques- 
tion but that experience in the public ex- 
pression of one's views is one of the most 
valuable assets ' to be derived from any 
éiorm of training in early life. 

Stimulated, by the Debating Union there 
is no I'c.Hson why this modest start should 
not lead to increased activity by class 
organization.s — generally not overburdened 
by executive duties. Mock Parliaments on 
a small scale migh{, be tried even for in- 
dividual cla.sses. Indeed everywhere there 
is a ti'cnd away from tlie more formal 
etjiods of debatiijg. The Oregon style, 
allowing for cross-examination on the plat- 
form may be of interest as a possible , al- 
ternative debating system for pi'pspectlvV 
debaters. 

Following the!)' )T.cent tour of Canada, 
visiting Britisli debaters j'cndered the crit- 
icism that on this continent too much 
emphasis was placed on winning the debate. 
They would prefer, said they, to debate 
"with" their o p p o n e n t s rather than 
"against" them. Class debaters who enter 
the present contest would do well to adopt 
such an approach which renders debating 
not only a profitable activity but also a 
l^iy^j^ social pastime.

It Can't Happen Hero"? Im- 
ono Is faced with tho noce.islty of win- 
nowing a few of tho salient theories on tho subject 
from the chaff of controversy which obscures them. 
To be fundamentally brief, most directors today arc 
adherents of one of two schools, Tl)Os« with train- 
ing received before the turn of tlic century, or whose 
gods were the naturalists of the theatrs, conven- 
lently personified by Belasco and Irving, tend to the 
belief that the duties of .a director are more those of 
a reg!sscur and organizer than of an Interpreter. At 
its extreme this type of director allows each member 
of tho cast to intcrpre*. his pirL according to his 
personal conception of It, and no devclopes tho per- 
sonality of tho actor himself rather than that of his 
part. It is a hand-down from the days of one man 
shows, when team work was at a minimum and 
people went to the theatre sooner to sec a certain 
player, than a certain play. The author did not have 
much.ot a place in tho final production. 

During "the last forty years the general Inteirest 
has swung from the actor to tho play, although the 
actor is by no means an unimportant figure. This 
change has necessitated a new approach In directing. 
■The director today must strive to reproduce the play- 
right's ideas and characters as accurately at possible 
through the media of ;hls actors and actresses. The 
more advanced thinkers on' the' subject.' aiich as 
Gordon Craig and Theodore Komlsarjewsky, hold 
that the director should be to his cast as a conductor 
is to his orchestra: thai the players shouid 'be little 
more than puppets. Needless to say few directors 
are conscious exponents of the extreme of either 
school, but there is a preponderance of opinion in 
favour of the latter theory In a modified form. Con- 
sequently when reviewing a play tho critic, and the 
reviewer" to a lesser degree, should ask himself, what 
aro the author's intentions regarding the characters 
and their relatlonal-reactions as excmpJlfléd in the 
play by tho dialogue and theme? Tlion: do tho In- 
dividual portrayals, and particularly their reactions 
to one another, and the variations in the tempo of 
their playing, harmonize amply with the theme? If 
there is any disharmony blame should be laid upon 
the director with a mental reservation regarding tho 
possiliility of inferior talent in tlic cast. For the di- 
rector, by his very acceptance of the Job, publicly 
assumes responsibility of presenting to the audience 
the author's Intent as a harmonious whole. 

This last Mrs. Mendelssohn succeeded In doing 
very creditaljly, considering the natural llmilutions 
of an amateur cast. There wcro places however 
when the play ' broke down Into a group of personal 
Ities, who, although all on the stage at tho same 
time, seemed to have lost their connections witli one 
another. The luck of teamv.'ork caused the attention 
of the audlenco lo bo dlslructed, and weakened tlio 
drive of the i):uynglil's central exposition. This was 
very noticeable In scene five, act I, scene 1 "ct HI 
and was present, but not so noticeable, in scene I net 
J. These weak spots wera well offset by tho gen- 
eral excellence of other scenes and serve only at this 
point as an UlustraUon. Another way In which the 
pluy lost force was in the lack of emotional contrasts 
between the clioracters in the" tense scenes. When 
ever there was any heightening of the emotional 
content of an act, every ono Involved got equally 
worked up at the same time, wliich caused some of 
the climaxes lo border on tho ridiculous at moments 
When the direction did slip It waa more on points 
having to do with the ««noral Interpretation than 
with the particular. Certain characters notwithstand- 
ing, could have l)cen siiown more clearly; that of Dr. 
arccnlilll, for Insiunco, was left too colourless to 
liavfl h'n murder cause much pain to anyone not on 
the stage. Again, Corporal Nlckerson and Henry 
Vccder could have done belter with more shading' 
Tho tendency among the minor charoctcrs was to bo 
nil black or all wlilto, whiclj made them appear loo 
un-human lo benefit tho author's causo. 

On all other scores I should like to Join my sin 
ccrcst pralso to thj^t of D.S.W. Tho choice of tho 
play war excellent, and the whole sequence, snvo for 
tl)c few lapses above mentioned was made Irrllatingly 
coiivl)iciii(?. l-'uitliermore nothing was over done 
enough to bo nqticciiblo, and this quiet intensity of 
presentation brought home the auiJior'a message In 
a slHcoro and thought-provoking way.
